Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Newly aded limitations do not further limit the 
structure of game pieces. Limitations "having an upstanding face and configured to come in face to face contact" do not further limit any 
structure of the game piece. Broadly speaking all game pieces in cited references can be treated to have an upstanding face. "Coming 
face to face contact " can be treated as a situation where pieces are situated next to each other, Considering the combination as one 
piece is treated as a rule and not a physical connection/ combination. As best understood the interview dated 9/14/2007 was intended to 
limit the four pieces to physically connect with each other according to Fig. 13 wjerein game pieces having mating apertures and 
protrusions. Applicant has relied on broad terminology in the amenment that doe not come close to whar was intended in the interview . 
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
